THE ELECTION IN VIRGINIA.

Large Majority of White Comservative Voters
Over the Blacks,

‘WasmiNGTON, May 7, 1860,
Another Indian War Imminent.

An officer who left Fort Harker, Kansas, ten days
Ago reports great uneasineas among the Cheyennes,
Arapahoes, Kiowas and some of the Comanche
bands. These tribes were the objective points
of @eneral Bheridan’'s campaign inlo the
last  winter, The losses
which they sustained in warriors and stock
seemed to make an st the
time, and every reason was presented 1o lead to the
belief that the tribes would be willing in the future
% remain quictly upon their reservations. The
approsch of anmmer, however, seemsa to arouse
afresh their warlike spirit, and sgain the plains and
frontler settlements are threatened with a summer
of devastetion and bloodshed. The chiefs of the
tribes deciare that their goods are withheld from
them and the promises of the government have not
been fululsd., Most of these Indians are in the
viclnity of' Medicine Bluff creek, and recelved their
anpuities there in February last. Those that have
not come In have no right to expect anything. The
complsints are considered nothiog more than the
forerunners of another ontbreak as soon as the grosa
ia suMotent!v advauced and the ponles have recu-
perated in strength ana flesh.

The Belginn Mission—Sanford to be Remeved

te Make Room for J. Russell Jones.

The Preaident, it 1= ascertalned from an suthori-
tative sonrce, has determined to appoint his friend
J. Russell Jones, of Ilinos, Mimster to Belginm.
This will take bip the gay and festive Sanford where
the Senate left him and dispose of him effecuaally.
The President does not feel under any persoral ob-
lgations to Sanford, while Jones is his warm per-
sonal friend, and he Intends to stand by him. It
will be remembered that Jones was reported to the
Bepate favorably by the Committee on Foreign Re-
lations. His nomination was lald on the table be-
cause, after Sanford had fatled of confirmation for
Bpain, there was no vacancy at Belgium, Banford
having been transferred from Belginm to Spain, in.
stead of removed. The President, however,
proposes to solve the difficulty by removing
Sanford outright and appointing his friend Jones.
Den't Like Negroes—Haytiens Indignant at

the Appelntment of a SBable Minister.

Information has been received here from Haytl to
tho effect that the government and people of that
island are highly indignant at the appointment of &
negro to represent the government of the United
Btates at that court. It appears that the aristocratic
negroes of Haytl look down with contempt upon
thelr sable brethren in this country, and regard the
action of our governmeni in appolnting a negro
minister as, to say the least, a slignting of them, if
not an insult. The feeling in Hayti on this subject
seems to be based upon the ulea that a negro was
given the place becanse & white man could not be
found who would lake it. All the other nations,
they say, had white men accredited to their courts,
with the exception of Hayti and Liberia, both negro
governments, and pobody but negroes would take
these places. The thing is regarded as a good joke
at the State Department and in government circles
generally.

The Appreaching Hlection in Virginia=Large
Incresse of White Voters=End of Negro
Sapremacy in the 0ld Dominion=Negro
Candidates for Congress.

The statement which appeared In certaln journals
the other day to the effect that representatives of the
late Virginla Convention were In this city to see the
President proves to be cntirely lnaccurate. One or
two genllemen from that State may have songht in-
terviews, but they claimed no representative capa-
city whatever. The commitiee appointed by the
Convention to wait on the President In rela-
tion to the submission of the comstitution to
the people for ratification or rejection consists of
Mesars, R. T. Danlel, Judge Meredith, Juage Mar-
shall, W. H. Macfariand, General Anderson and
other conépleuous and infiuential citizens, all chosen
with special reference to thelr holding mode-
rate views, In accordance with the line of
polley which controlled the recent Conven-
tion. This committee has not yet remched the
city, but are expected soon to arrive, and the Presi.
dent has signified his readiness to receive them.
Governor Wells had his say some days since about
the constitution, and the President has heard also
Mr, Glibert C. Walker, who Is the candidate for Gov-
ernor of the other wing of the republicans. The
conservative committee will ask, it s understood,
for a reparate vote on the test oath and disfranchiae-
ment clanses, the county organization features and
the provision which denies to the Legislature power
to pass a rellef or siay law for the temporary relief
of devtors. The President's viewa are known to be
against the disiranchisement, test oath and county
orgsnization, and & separate vote will doubliesa be
given on each. On the stay law questlon he is un-
committed, though It 18 understood that the
present military order on the subjech which
gives consideraoie relief to the debtor class, was ap-
proved by him as promptiy as it was tardily by John-
son. The same state of things still exists as then—
embarrassment from & fallure of crops and & want
of & Hiate government—and the President would be
‘willing, doubtiess, to see the new Legisiature free to
act on the question aathe interests of the people
Ay require. An important qoestion stiil remaining
0 be setiled is, whether, In addition to the vote on
sectiona, the vote shall be taken on the remainder of
the constitution or on the Instrument as a whole. It
1s argued that the |atter would compel many to vote
against It who are anxions to have the remalnder
adopted and a State government organized.

Nothing has bean done yet lowards & new regis-
tration, but It I8 probable the order for an eection
will be lssaed by the latter part of the ensuing
‘week and & new registration ordered at the same
time. Many whites falled to register at the Iast oo-
casion, and there has been no registration sinoe the
anlumn of 1887. There will be an sddition of 20,000

Treaty SBent to England.

Senator Sumper's supposition that the fact of the
rejection of the Alesbama claims treaty was sup-
pressed by the British government has no founda-
tion. The anpouncement was promptly sent over
the cable to Reuter's Telegraph Company and was
published in the London papers on the 14th of April.

The East Indian Telegraph Oqgapnay.

Governor Cartin, President of the East India Tele-
graph Company, and A. K. McClure, Solicitor of the
corporation, had interviews with the Secretaries of
State and Navy to-day in relation to the introduc-
tion of telegraphs into China. ‘The company have a
grant procured by Mr, Burlingame, when he was the
American Minister In China, authorizing them to
lay & cable between Canton and Bhanghae, thus con-
necting the commercial cities of the Asiatic coast by
telegraph. They have five hundred miles of cable
ready to ship and lay down, and will bave the re.
maining five hundred miles ready to ship during the
summer. Orders will be issued to the Commander
of tho Asiatic squadron to render all the necessary
ald and protection. The Stale Department will in-
struct our Minister and Consuls to give their oMeial
aid to the enterprise. This line will be completed
during the present year, and by that time there will
be a continnous line from the Mediterranean Sea by
Indis to China, thns connecting the commercial
citles of the Asiatic coast with Europe and America.
